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Upon further conversation with JS; it was 
learned that while JS was employed at Dixie's Bar of Music 
when it was the biggest and most prominent "gay" bar in the 
city, he had occasion to meet LEE HARVEY OSWALD who used to 
hang around Dixie's and seemed to want to associate with 
the gay guys. JS remembers him due to the fact that many 
times he had to run him out of Dixie's because he was under 
age and prohibited by law from going into bars. JS says 
that he cannot say what OSWALD's relationship or intentions 
were in regards to the gay pedple who were there. He could 
not say that he had ever seen him associate with any particular 
people. 


It should be noted that CLAY SHAW wa 
isitor to Dixie's Bar of Music, and therefore t! 
exists they could have met at this time. I 
vein, SHAW was a frequent visitor to Pat O'Brien's whol 
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one time had a side bar which catered almost exclusively 
gay people. That particular bar has since been remodeled 
and the gay people have gone on to greener pastures.
